HERE THEY ARE 



It Often Happens That Nature Her* 
• self ProvldcH the Corks Also, In the 

Shape of Islands, That Almost 

Block Vp the Entrances. 

If we take a trip around the world 
over the maps of a good atlas we find 
that the geographical “bottle” is a very 
common type «£ harbor the world over. 
The coasts of ?uba show a succession 
of such inclosed bays, Havana harbor 
being typical. It often happens that 
nature herself provides the corks also, 
in the shape of islands that almost 
block up the entrance, or at least 
block the view from the outside. Such 
a cork is Corregidor island, in Manila 
ba5% or the rocky Alcatraz fortress just 
inside the Golden Gate at San Fran- 
cisco, and Smith key occuiiies a similar 
position at Sautiago. 

The .Annapolis basin in Nova Scotia 
is very tyiiical amoug these geograph- 
ical bottles. A fairly good mai> of that 
beautiful country* will show a narrow 
gap on the bay of Fimdy side of the 
peninsular This gap, known as Digby 
strait, breaks through a long ridge that 
the people call North mouutaiu. 
Tiirougli this Ijreak rush the famous 
tides of Fuudy and fill up an iulaud 
basin of salt water twenty miles long 
and several in width. 

Tlio entrance, from the outside, is 
ihystorionsly invisible to the lands- 
man’s eye. To a passenger crossing the 
bay of Fuudy from St. John it seems 
as if tlie captain were steering his trim 
side wheeler head on into a blue moun- 
tain vail, but at last tlie foi’ested 
mountain oi>eus. and through tlie break 
the interior hills of Nova Scotia dose 
the (listauce. One can imagine the tro- 
meiidous tide race tlirough tlie Digby 
strait wlieu we know that tlie ordinary 
tidal rise in this region is aiiywlicro 
from forty to seventy feet. It is so 
great, in fact, that the wharves at 
Digh.v are two storied affairs, and 
peojile go aboard steamers from tlie 
uppm- or lower story, according to tho 
height of the tide. 

New York harbor is in most resiioets 
a geograplueal liotlle— only it lias two 
mouths imsteml of ouf*. Added to the 
principal oiicuing, the XarroMs, a sort 
of side entrance is jirovidcHl by the 
East river, leading out into tlie sound. 

The coast of -Australia presents sev- 
eral examples of the geographical bot- 
tle. the finest iKung the harbor of Mel- 
bourne. An orilinary map shows this 
city situated apparently upon a tir.d 
rate liarbor of tlie bottle type. As a 
mailer of fact, the liottle is really 
tliere — fully thirty-five miles across 
ill either direction. Into this bay. call- 
ed Port Philip. thCTO tlows tlie Yarra 
river, and, oddly enough, Melbourne, 
with it.s half uiiliion i>eoi)le, hides it- 
self away uiue miles up this stream. 
Below the city the river has two Kami 
bars, which prevent the passage of 
large vessels. The heavy ocean trailic 
therefori‘ has its termimis in the lia.v, 
wheuce the journey is continued to 
town by rail. The explanation for tliis 
awkward situation seems to bo Unit 
in tlie early days of Melbourne the one 
idea of the* settlors was to Imild up 
the niver, uever dreaming that one liay 
it would become a great metropolis 
imprisoned behind the sands of the 
useless Yarra. 

Rio Janeiro lias a splendidly inclosed 
uarbor— (!ie best lu all Soutli America; 
better far than the shallow “Lake" 
Maracaibo, wiiicli looks so ideal upon 
the iini’p. Here again at Rio we have 
a givat salt water iulet, some seven- 
teen miles across, communicating witli 
the ocean by a narrow strait. 

In nearly every case these natural 
bottles are what the geographer calls 
“drowned rivers”— that is to say, the 
(foastnl lands in the vicinity have sub- 
sided, allowing the sea to How in and 
convert wliat v/as a lowland valley 
into a jiartly inclosed marine area. 
Divers luive gone to the bottom of New 
York bay and have found tliere the an- 
cient beil of the Hudson river as the 
stream flowed befoi'e tlie moutliward 
part of tlie vailcj' subsided into tlie sea. 
Tlio old bed readies through the Nar- 
rows and well out into tlie floor of the 
.\tlantic. Of coarse, as tlie sea water 
entered the sinking valley, any liills 
rising tliereabout would become island.s 
in tlie new order of tilings. And there 
we find tlieni to this day in almost any 
of these iuclost'd inlets.— St. Nicholas.

Sport tn Medineral EngrllMh Schools. 

Probably the oldest English schools 
were the London schools described by 
Fitzstephen, who wrote in 1174. He 
gives interesting details of the lighter 
moments of school time. We hear of 
scholars who on cbrtaln privileged oc- 
casions attacked their schoolmasters 
“in epigrams or other compositions in 
numbers,” using “all that low ribaldry 
wc read of in the aticients,” though one 
Is glad to hear, “without mentioning 
names.” lu addition to these elegant 
excrcise.s. they had the more robust 
sports of their time. On Shrove Tues- 
day each boy brought his fighting cock 
to school, and they had cockfights all 
the morning in the schoolroom and aft- 
er dinner played football in the fields 
of the suburbs. Evei’y Sunday in Lent 
there was a sham fight, some of the 
boys being mounted, the rest on foot. 
At Easter they pla3'cd at the water 
quintain, while on summer holidays 
they jTracticed at archery, leaping, 
wrestling and stone throwing and in 
winter slid, skated and went to bull 
baits and hog fights. No doubt the 
London schools had their severer side, 
aud the life was not quite such a round 
of dissipation as it reads. — London 
Tab’^*'

Hamilton, O., Nov. 7. — The worst Are in the history of 
this city started at 1 o’clock this morning in the center of 
Hamilton’s dry goods district, in High street. The build- 
ing and stock of the C. D. Mathes Company are in ruins at 
a loss of $300,000, the owner’s estimate. Holbrook’s 
Dry Goods Store and stock adjoining are destroyed, the 
loss being $ 100 , 000 . 

The M!iami Shoe Store loss is $100,000. The aggregate 
loss is estimated at a million. 

At 2 a. m. the fire is savagely eating its way into other 
buildings. All that the Fire Department can do is to make 
a feet la attempt to stay the flames. 

Mayor Thomas has sent to Cincinnati for assistance. It 
looks now as if the heart of Hamilton is doomed.
